Quilts are desperately needed in 
Korea, both for use in hospitals and 
for needy families in the slums of 
Seoul. During 1967 the Committee 
proposes a giant "quilting bee” in 
volving the making and shipping of 
at least 100 quilts. 

The USC has extremely easy quilt 
directions which are available for 
the asking. Quilts made this way are 
warm, light and very attractive. 

They supply the squares in any 
number specified, and old nylons, 
and patients or shut-ins could do the 
basting and stuffing with nylons. 
They would be delighted to receive 
even one square, as we feel this is 
a Centennial project some of the 
elderly handicapped, chronically ill, 
shut-ins and children could partici¬ 
pate in, and that it would have great 
therapeutic value.

Some Aspects Of Human Rights 
Are Defined In New Publication 


The Human Rights Act of Alberta 
j is directed towards the strengthen¬ 
ing of respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms. 

The principle importance of the 
Act lies in the encouragement it 
gives to a climate of tolerance and 
I understanding which will save some 
| persons from being subjected to 1 
indignity or placed at a social dis-* 
advantage because of race, religious 
beliefs, colour, ancestry or place of 
origin. 

While prejudice cannot be legislat¬ 
ed out of existence nor desired at¬ 
titudes forced the citizens of Alberta 
are encouraged to act upon the 
principle of the act to eliminate dis¬ 
criminatory practices. 

The moral weight of society to¬ 
day is against such discrimination 
and it is hopefully anticipated that 
this principle will be accepted by 
every citizen of the province, since 
each has a personal interest in the 
recognition of the equal dignity and 
rights of all the social well-being of 
the community. 

To give substance to this prin¬ 
ciple the Human Rights Act assent 
jon April 15, 1966 in the Legislative 
Assembly of Alberta and came into 
effect on September 1st, 1966. 

Several pamphlets are being pre¬ 
pared for issue by the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment, covering aspects of inter¬ 
pretation of the Human Rights Act, 
as enacted by the government re¬ 
cently. Following are partial contents 
of two of the publications, one re¬ 
lating to Managers of Hotels, Mo¬ 
tels, Restaurants. Theatre and 
Entertainment and the other to Em¬ 
ployers. 

To Managers of Hotels, Motels, 
Restaurants and Entertainment and 
the other Employers. 

Does The Law Apply to My Busi¬ 
ness? 

Yes, if you operate an establish¬ 
ment to which the public is custom¬ 
arily admitted. 

What Am I Required to Do? 

The Human Rights Act provides 
that no person, by himself or, 
through another person, shall refuse 
to admit or serve any person or 
discriminate against any person be¬ 
cause of his or her race, religious 
beliefs, colour, ancestry or place of 
origin. 

This means that your accommo¬ 
dation, services or facilities must be 
available and provided equally to 
all who wish to patronize your es¬ 
tablishment, without regard to race, 
religious beliefs, colour, ancestry or 
place of origin. The quality and 
speed of service must be equal for 
all persons and there must be no 
distinction in respect to seating or 
allocation of space based on these 
factors mentioned. 

It is most important that your 
staff are aware of your policy. Oc¬ 
casionally, an employee will permit 
his prejudices to interfere with the 
proper carrying out of his duties 


and an act of discrimination by an 
employee would appear to be an 
act performed by yourself, contrary 
to the principles of the Act. 

Will My Business Suffer? 

No. The more successful busi¬ 
nesses firmly folio wa policy of 
equal treatment to all persons. A 
, guest or patron judges the establish- 
|ment on the quality of the accom¬ 
modation and service provided and 
not who another guest or patron 
might be. For example, a restaurant 
with excellent food and speedy and 
courteous service will enjoy repeat 
business to a much greater extent 
than a mediocre restaurant offering 
only passable food and giving poor 
service even if it attempts, contrary 
to law, to refuse certain classes of 
persons service. In fact, The Human 
Rights Act assures all places of 
business an equal competative po¬ 
sition in this respect. 

Organizations frequently investi¬ 
gate the policies of a potential con¬ 
vention headquarters and the final 
selection is a hotel that recognizes 
the dignity of the individual and 
does not practise discrimination. 

Must I Serve Undesirable Per¬ 
sons? 

Any establishment may exclude 
disorderly persons or other undesir¬ 
able persons so long as the exclu¬ 
sion is for proper reason and does 
not include any distinction on the 
basis of the factors referred to in 
the Act. Management can maintain 
a reasonable standard of behavious 
or dress. For example, male cus¬ 
tomers may be required to wear a 
coat and tie. 

What Happens If I Discriminate 
Unlawfully? 

A person who feels he has been 
discriminated against contrary to 
the Act may make a complaint in 
[Writing to the Administrator. A rep- 
I resentative of the Administrator will 
investigate to ascertain if in fact 
| there has been a violation of law. 
If it appears there has been a vio¬ 
lation the representative will en¬ 
deavour to resolve the matter to 
the satisfaction of all parties. Most, 
if not all, complaints will be resolved 
at this stage as it is expected that 
when a violation is drawn to a 
person’s attention he will desire to 
ensure that he does comply with 
law. 

Should the resolution of the com¬ 
plaint then be found impossible the 
Act provides for further steps in¬ 
cluding a board of inquiry, on order 
by the Minister of Labour and, if 
necessary, court action. We are 
confident, however, that contraven¬ 
tions of the law will be inadvertent 
and can be satisfactorily resolved 
without resort to any action other 
than the initial step.

Centennial Plans At 
High School Revolve 
In Historic Aspect 

Strathcona Composite, Edmon¬ 
ton’s oldest high school, is attempt¬ 
ing to instill a sense of history in 
its students as a Centennial project. 

Through a broad range of activ¬ 
ities, the school is trying to point 
up the historical significance not 
only of Canada’s birthday but of 
the school itself. 

The plans for 1967 proposed by 
students last spring were announced 
at a student assembly recently whe 
a portrait of Lord Strathcona — 
after whom the school is named — 
was presented to the school by the 
CPR. 

Although the original Stwthcona 
was built in 1907, the school has 
never had a portrait of its name¬ 
sake. The portrait of Lord Strath¬ 
cona, founder of the CPR will be 


hung in the main hall of the school 
at 10450 • 72 Avenue. 

The original school on 84 Ave. 
and 105 Street is now being used 
for pre-employment classes, but is 
slated for demolition in a few years. 
Principal C. S. Wilkie has asked the 
school board that the marble en¬ 
trances, lamp and cornerstone then 
be transferred to the new school 
where they will be used for a band- 
shell and benches in the adjoining 
park. 

Another ambitious project is an 
historical survey of the Strathcona 
area being undertaken by the his¬ 
tory department. Students will visit 
homes seeking historical items and 
information. They will ask for do¬ 
nations or loans of articles to the 
provincial or city museums or to the 
school where a special room is be¬ 
ing set up. 

Students will start their activities 
with a Centennial Blast-Off, a 
dance in January.

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Pastor Svenningsen 
Dies Dec. 30th, 1966 

Just after New Year we received 
a letter from the Danish Church 
abroad in Copenhagen with the sad 
tidings, that Pastor Svenningsen had 
passed away in a hospital in Aarhus 
December 30th. 

Pastor Svenningsen was born 
July 11th, 1907 in Kellerup, Den¬ 
mark. In 1932 he married Ella Niel¬ 
sen from Storvorde and the same 
year he was ordained and became 
a pastor in Oue and Valsgaard. In 
1938 he moved to Aggersborg and 
Bejstrup and in 1949 moved to Os 
ter Torslev, where his wife died in 
1962. The same year Pastor Sven¬ 
ningsen decided to come to Edmon¬ 
ton. He was sent out by the DANISH 

CHURCH ABROAD. 

Pastor Svenningsen was a quiet 
man but he was liked and respected 
and was a welcomed guest in many 
Danish homes both in Edmonton 
and the surrounding country. Pastor 
Svenningsen took sick last year and 
so decided to go back to Denmark 
last January, however, he became 
sick and went to the hospital in 
Aarhus. After some months in the 
hospital, he was installed as pastor 
in Kappel in Sydslesvig, Germany 
under DANISH CHURCH ABROAD in 
September 1966, but a month later 
he had to be returned to the hos¬ 
pital in Aarhus again. He was buried 
from Storvorde Church on> January 
4th. Glory be to his memory.

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JESUS CHRIST AND THE BEANSTALK

I a'~ a Christian; I go to church 
regularly. I sing tte hymns; I ;r.y 
the prayers. I have been a Chris 
tian all my life — I think .... 

The dictionary defines a Chris 
tian as “a follower of Christ”. 

Christ. A man who lived 2,000 
years ago, a man who professed to 
be the Son of God, who inspired 
millions. Christ was a living, breath¬ 
ing human being who ate, slept, 
grew tired, and felt pain, just as 
man has since the beginning of 
time. Historians tell us that much. 

However there are certain histor¬ 
ians, namely biblical authors, who 
carry it one step further. They say 
that this Jesus was born of a Vir¬ 
gin Mother, that he talked with God, 
that he performed miracles, rose 
up from the dead, and ascended in¬ 
to heaven. 

But that’s not all! He’s coming 
again someday, to save those who 
believe in him to save them from 
eternal misery in a place called 

Hell. 

Whew! Isn’t that a little fantastic? 

If, a thousand years from now, 
someone digs up a worn volume of 
Grimm’s Fairy Tales, is he going to 
base a new religion around it? Hard¬ 
ly! Then there must be something 
deeper in the story of this Jesus 
fellow, or his life would also be 
treated as a legend. Just like some¬ 
one called Jack in the Beanstalk. 
After all, didn’t he ascend toward 
heaven too? 

When I was born, I was g'ven a 
/■Christian name; and two weeks later 
\J was bapti red info the American 
Lutheran Chur:h. I was officially a 
child cf Gcd in the nnr e of the 
Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost. As scon as I was old 
enough, I was enrolled in Sunday 
School. I colored attractive pictures; 
learned beautiful Bible verses; and 
sang "Jesus Loves Me” with all the 
gusto my little voice-box could mus¬ 
ter. I was told the wonderful story 
of how God created me and why I 
should be thankful. 

As I grew older, this belief grew 
stronger. I was told that one could 
talk to God through prayer, and if 
it were God’s will, one’s requests 
would be acknowledged. I will never 
forget the day that one of my pray¬ 
ers was reemed worthy enough to 
be answered by God. 

I was seven years old. I had saved 
my pennies until I could afford to 
purchase a small derringer that shot 
real caps. The feeling of pride was 
overwhelming as I eagerly parted 
with my ninety-eight cents and be¬ 
held my shiny new revolver. 

Then, three days later, it was 
gone. My marvelous little gun was 
gone! 

We had been playing baseball on 
the school diamond, and the pistol 
had fallen out of my pocket. I 
searched that schoolyard from one 
end to the other but my derringer 
was nowhere to be found. With tears 
in my eyes I begged God to help me 
find my prized toy. My Sunday 
School teacher had told me that 
God would answer important ap¬ 
peals, and to me this was not only 
important; it was a matter of life 
and death. 

And suddenly it was there, lying 
in the grass behind third base, shiny 
and conspicuous. Nobody in the 
world could have told me that dcy 
that God did not exist. Nobody! 

When I became fourteen, I was 
confirmed. Confirmation is the cul¬ 
mination of two years of instruction 


in the teachings of the church which 
allows the recipient all of the rights 
and privileges given adult members 
cf the congregation. I stood before 
them with my ten clajsmates; I re- 
affirmed the vows that my parents 
had ade for me at my baptism. I 
told them that I believed in Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, that I be¬ 
lieved in God as the loving creator 
of the world, and that I believed in 
the Holy Spirit as the comforter of 
the anguished soul of sinful man. 

I believed it then; I believe it 
new, although sometimes I have 
many misgivings and doubts. 

Who is to say that the Lutherans 
are right? Why not the Anglicans, 
the Catholics or even the Moslems? 
If Jesus Christ is coming at the end 
of the world to save all those who 
believe in him, what is to happen 
to those who have not had an op¬ 
portunity to believe? If the Baptists 
have the only true religion, what 
about the child who has been 
brought up in the Presbyterian 
church? Is he to be sent to Hell be¬ 
cause his parents told him that the 
Presbyterians were right and he be¬ 
lieved them? Is the Jew to be 
eternally punished because his re¬ 
ligion teaches him that Christ was 
only a prophet, and the true Son 
of God is yet to come? What of the 
millions of uncivilized natives in 
Africa and South America who never 
have held a rosary or seen a Bible? 
Are they also to be damned? 

Someone has said that life is 
like a tall building, and when we 
are bern we are pushed off the top. 
Throughout our life span, we plum- 
met towr.rds the inevitable cement 
sidewalk belcw; some faster, some 
slower. The Christian, however, is a 
:cw;rd. He cannot face the reality 
of the inescapable collision, so he 
creates the fantasy that the ground 
will open for him and he will fall 
into a miraculous, bottomless chasm 
In which death is a faraway con¬ 
cept. 

The comparison may seen a little 
nonsensical, but I believe that it 
presents an interesting argument. 

Are Christians cowards? I think of 
Jack and the Eeanstalk, and then I 
think of a happy little boy clutching 
a shiny derringer in grubby little 
fingers ....
